We therefore invited Messrs. Tsai,

in accordance with our Manifesto of 
September 21 last, we suggested a 
settlement of the national emer- 
[gency and the formation of a unified 
Jgovernment on the basis of the re- 
jsignation of General Chiang Kai- 
Jshek and the simultaneous dissolu- 
tion of the National Government at 
(Canton. Our points were agreed to 
by the three gentlemen from Nan- 
‘king with whom we collaborated in 
Jdrarting two telegrams, one to be 
circulated by General Chiang Kai- 
shek in which he was to announce 
bis resignation, and the other to be 
larised by the National Govern- 
ment at Canton announcing its own 
dissolution upon the formation of a 
unified government. The results of 
Jour conversations and the drafts of 
the proposed telegrams were com- 
municated to. General Chiang 
through his representatives. In 
reply General Chiang expressed his 
Jagreement with the principle of our 
proposals, but suggested that the 
wording of the proposed telegrams 
should ‘be altered. 

/quested the extraordi 
JCanton to send its delegates 
[Shanghai for further nego 
And on learning of Mr. Hu Han- 
min’s safe arrival at Shanghai, the 
fextraordinary session decided, on 
JOctober 16 last, to entrust us with 
Jour present mission. 

Q. Have you any definite plans to 
deal with the present situation? 

‘A. Our platform, our ideas of how 
to deal with Party affairs, how to 
[put on a sound basis the ‘admini 
trative, financial, and diplomatic 
affairs’ of the country, can be 
gathered from the circular telegram, 
lof October 6 last, issued by the 
jextraordinary session. Owing to 
lack of time we are not now in a 
position to enter into details. 

‘We want, however, the people to 
realise that we have come here 
serve the welfare of the people 
Ja whole, not our own personal in- 
terests, 

‘We have come here to establish

the Couneil should be left in 
mo doubt of the intention of

the utmost of her power. She 
should be encouraged in this by 
the Council's significant and 
solemn reaffirmation of the 
terms of the Nine Power Treaty 
bleh pledges respect for her 
reignty, independenes and 
territorial and administrati 
integrity.” “These injunctions 
fare not insued without moral 
support from the League. ‘The 
Council, at its next meeting, or 
earlier, if emergency requires 
is prepared to consider. the e3 
tent to which its wishes have 
been carried out, It cannot be. 
believed that either party will 
\refrain from putting forth its 
best efforts to render further 
anxiety unnecessary, It has 
been suggested by some that 
Japan, having made a move in 
defiance of the League's creed, 
Would continue to ignore her’ 
obligations as a member of the 
Couneil and the League. If such 
vere really Japan's policy’ Mr. 
Yoshizawa would not have been 
permitted 0 eloquently and 
Patiently to present his Govern- 
ment's “case to the Council. 
‘There would have been a swift 
withdrawal, physical if" not! 
technical. " No such tragedy. 
occurred, Therefore the co! 
tinuance’ of Mr. Yoshizawa 
association with the proceedings, 
implied the eventual readiness 
of Japan to give due consider 
tion to the Council's opinion. 
Indeed it would not be rash to 
say that Japan, with great 
dignity, has shown herself res-| 
ponsive to that opinion, even 
though it plainly is critiéal of 
the action for which, by the pre- 
cipitaney of her military force 
she has had to take responsibili- 
ty. China is even more firmly 
bound to the League. Her re 
Presentations to the Council, 
made of her own free will, have 
produced the verdict now  de- 
livered, It would be unthinkable 
‘that she should attempt to 
evade the consequences. 
It is early yet to endeavour 
ine ali the implications 
important world-cause 
and its outcome.

differences. While, obviously, the 
Institute cannot usurp the func- 
tions of diplomats or aspire to the 
authority of the League, it may 
by concentration on problems so 
‘close to hand, in the medley of| 
argument and persuasion applied} 
to the discovery ef common d 
nominators, provide statesmen 
with inspiration otherwise un- 
obtainable. On this aceount it is 
possible to attach more than con- 
ventional importance to the 
friendly messages of encourage- 
ment which the Institute was 
able yesterday to announce from 
the Governments of all the coun- 
jes represented in its delibera- 
tions. In a spirit cf unreserved 
encouragement will all communi- 
ties in China observe and admire 
the delegates’ fortitude in sub- 
mitting, at their Chairman's 
behest, ‘to the benevolent necro- 
maney of the genius loci.

It was the 
Communism rampant in the 
provinces south of the Yangtze 
which led President Chiang Kai- 
shok to commence a campaign 
for its suppression which has 
taken longer than was  anti- 
cipated and has, even now, not 
been completed.’ To bring the 
matter closer home, the Com. 
missioner of Police in the 
International Settlement, said in 
his annual report for 1930 
“Local Communists manifested 
during the year considerable 
activity both openly and secret- 
ly, and, in furtherance of their 
object to establish a Soviet form 
‘of Government in China, they 
seized upon every opportunity 
to propagate their doctrines and 
to arouse hostility to the 
Nationalist government.” 


‘The picture presented to tho 
conference is much too reassur- 
ing. There is hardly a week in 
which the many correspondents 
of the “North-China Daily’ 
News” do not comment in thelr 
despatches on the presence of 
Communism within the districts 
they cover and the continual 
anxiety of responsible officials 
to keep the movement in hand.

Shanghai Man's Account of 
a Trip 


The “North-China Daily News” 
has received a letter from Mr. A. 
\J. Hayim, written in Pernambuco,

Regarding sickness or disable- 
ment of the Isbourers entailed 
while at work, the report-states tha:

Regarding compensation, ete, to the 
labourers, the report states: As first 
step it ig considered that industry 
can well provide medical care and 
compensation for those - injured, 
whether temporarily or permanent” 
Jy, and in addition  inelude th: 
victims of industrial disease, wher: 
both injury and disease are ‘proved 
to be due to employment. The scale 
‘of compensation (in the Act) is con- 

dered to be a valid one viewed in 
the light of experience and habit of 
existing custom, though specific 
factual information from the Shang- 
bhai study is insufficient ‘The death 
‘and funeral expenses clauses are 
also considered valid. The question 
Of sickness payment, in view of the 
difficulties involved,” might be left 
to the goodwill of the employer or 
to the future provision of National 
Health Insurance. 

On the subject of education, 
‘maternity and other bonuses to the 
workers, the report states that 151 
factories record the fect that they 
have made no provision for the 
‘education of their workers while 55 
have provision. The report states

FOR RUGGER MEN 


Rucay Formas Tooav.—By E. H. D. 
‘Sewell. Murray, London, 9/~ 
Mr. E. H. D. Sewell, in conform- 
ity with the downrightness of the | 
late Sarah Battle, whose famous 
motto he quotes, bluntly declares | 
that there is room for another book | 
‘on Rugby Football. He is certain 
ly right, because this is the book. 
‘There is no want of vigour in Mr. 
Sowell’s eriticisms of modern play, 
Dat he gives the Rugby player of 
the day a square deal, and, what is 
still better, he gives the coming 
Rugby player sound hints on play. 
This book ought to be given as a 
Present to every schoo! boy over the 
age of fifteen because if he reads 
Mr. Sewell with care he should be 
able to avoid those errors which 
hhave produced such a slump in 
English Ruger. The trouble, as 
Mr. Sewell suggests, lies in no
